LOSS TO THE FARMERS 


H. W. Woods, president of the Uni- 
ed Farmers of Alberta, is authority for 
the statement that the farmers in 
Western Canada are losing more by 
the abolition of the Canada Wheat 
Board than enough to make up for the 
added freights caused by the increase 
in the railway rates. He proceeds to 
estimate the loss to the western farm¬ 
ers by the increase in freight rates at 
something like* $40,000,000 annually, 
which is an enormous amount of mon¬ 
ey. 

The saving by the Canada Wheat 
Board would more than up for this 
vast amount, which has to come out 
of the wester/ farmer. 

This estima^ is made up by a man 
who knows —wheat 

board becausejhe was a member of 
that body. He is a practical farmer. 
His statement is an astonishing ine. 
In simpler form it meas that the far¬ 
mers of Western Canada are losing- 
more than $40,000,000 because the go¬ 
vernment is unwise enough, for no 
very good reason to abandon the 
wheat board. 

This is a serious condition of af¬ 
fairs and one which should receive 
the utmost consideration by the par¬ 
ties interested.

“ It seems too bad that the present 
government was not sufficiently in¬ 
terested in agriculture to respond to 
the request of the wheat growers of 
Western Canada by continuing the 
Wheat Board for another year as the 
saving which could have been effected 
by the economical marketing of wheat 
would without doubt have been 
enough more than to carry the addi¬ 
tional burden of the freight rates on 
wheat” 

On the cost of . hauling oats Mr 
Wood estimates the added burden at 
about $6,000,000 and the added burden 
on barley and rye at about $4,000,000 
making a total of upwards of $24,000- 
000 on grain alone. 

These estimates are decided con¬ 
servative, but Mr Wood makes allow¬ 
ance for the fact that a considerable 


proportion of harvest of coarse gains 

is not shipped to Fort William, but 

is retained as feed in the west. If 
• * 

the whole of the oat crop were ship¬ 
ped to Fort William the burden of the 
increased freight rates would be in 
the neighbourhood of $ 11 , 000,000 tak¬ 
ing the official estimate of 5^6,000,000 
bushels as the total yield, and the 
average freight rate at 3 cents a bus¬ 
hel. 

“ There may be some question as to 
how much justification there was for 
the increase” said he “ but there can 
be no question at all about the tre¬ 
mendously heavy burden which it has 
imposed upon the people, and espe- 
cialy u^on agriculture. At present 
prices grain, especially wheat, may not 
feel the burden very acutely just now 
but the prices of all livestock are sag- 
j ging towards a pre-war basis, and un-

FARMERS LOSE MILLIONS 


BY THE INCREASED RATES 


If the wheat board had been contin¬ 
ued for another year the whole Of 
the increased burden of freight rates 
on wheat from the western provinces 
to Fort William would have been 
more than offset by the saving effect¬ 
ed by the economical marketing of the 
wheat harvest. Such was the opinion 
expressed by H.W. Wood, president 
of the U.F.A. 

President Wood’s estimate is based 
upon the official estimate published 
by the bureau of statistics at Ottawa 
of a total wheat yield of 258,000,000 
bushels in the three prairie provinces 
The average increase in the cost of 
the haul from the western provinces 
to Fort William is about 5Scents. 

President Wood estimated the loss 
on wheat owing to the higher freight 
rate at more than $14,000,000 for the 
haul from the prairie provinces to 
Fort William alone.

cars on the Canadian National rail¬ 
ways, a price of five or six cents a 
bushel less is paid for wheat bought 
at country points along the National 
railways in Alberta than for wheat 
purchased at points along the other 
railways. Other grains are also 
bought at a similiar discount. 

This circumstance has caused some? 
thing in the nature of a panic among 
Winnipeg grain men, who fear that 
the government will close the market 
and introduce control again, in the in- 
terets of the government railways. 

The circumstances have also become 
the occasion of a lively controversy 
between the members of the Winnipeg 
and Calgary grain exchanges. The 
Winnipeg members charged that the 
difference v in prices constitutes dis¬ 
crimination against grain grown 
along the National lines. The Cal¬ 
gary grain exchange in reply pointed 
out that Winnipeg brokers along the 
C.N.R lines would npt • purchase the 
grain at any iyice ujpless cars were 
available atf, for i mmeriate 

This buying .Jf wheat at a discount 
along the C.N.R. lines is nothing 
new. A similiar condition has pre¬ 
vailed for years and only ceased when 
the markets were closed. Two-thirds 
of the elevators along the C.N.R. 
lines are owned by firms whose head 
ofices are in Winnipeg and these firms 
are no doubt buying at a discount 
owing to conditions-along the C.N.R. 

At the present time wheat along the 
National railways is bought on a No¬ 
vember basis, and wheat on the ot¬ 
her lines for OctQber delivery. This
